New York. Jan. 5. — The Engineer- 
ing and Mining Journal gives .1 sum- 
mary of the mineral and metal pro- 
duction of the United Stutes for the 
vear 1900. This summary has been 
.’ompiled from advance figures fur- 
nished by the producers and from offl- 
finl sources, and gives a complete 
statement of the gold production of 
tlie world for the yenr just closed. 
The total value of the metals pro- 
duced in the United States in I960 was 
(509,800,692, as compared with $946,- 
957,320 in 1899. The value of Hie output 
of noil-metallic substances was $755,- 
880,991, ns against $645,754,305 in 1899. 
The total value for the two years, 
after allowing for duplications, was, 
respectively $1,157,162,182 and $1,049,- 
230,594. 

The Store Important Kents. 

The more important items of this 
production in metals were gold, val- 
ued at $78,658,755; silver, valued at 
(37,085,248; 615,756,802 pounds of cop- 
per, valued at $100,154,345 ; 251,781 tons 
Ol lead, valued at $22,005,659; 122. 85t 
tons of zinc, valued at $10,786,230, and 
last, but not least, 13,914,505 tons of 
pig iron, valued at $238,078,737. 

Of the non-metallic products by far 
flic most important was coal, of which 
tlie United States produced no less 
than 274,847,779 tons; the greatest 
quantity ever produced in one year 
by this or any other country. In 1S99 
the United States was the largest pro- 
ducer of coni in the world and thil 
prominence waa increased in 1900. 

Other Important Proilnets. 

The other important products of 
IhiR class included cement, of which 
17,828,098 barrels were made; salt, 
copper sulphate, mineral paints, phos- 
phate rock and slate, while the minor 
metal products included a variety toe 
numerous to mention. 

World’s Gold Prodnctjon. 

The total gold production of the 
world in 1900 amounted to $256,462,- 
438, which compares with $312,641,534 
in 1899, the decrease being entirely 
owing to the stoppage of gold produc- 
tion in the Transvaal by the war. 
nearly all other producing countries 
showing nn increase, in 1900, the 
l nited Stater tool, tlie lead among 
(lie gold-producing countries, with 
$78,658,753; Australia ranking second, 
with $75,283,2 $5. The large produc-' 
tion of the Klondike has put Canada 
iu the third place, with a total output 
of $26,000,000, while Russia was fourth 
with $23,090,862. These four coun- 
tries produced over 80 per cent, of the 
gold of the world. 

t? nor mo a* Dividends. 

Tlie total amount of dividends paid 
by 210 companies allied with the min- 
eral industries of the United States, 
in 1900. was $130,041,000. This large 
disbursement places mining among 
the most profitable of Hie country'* 
Industries. The metal mines paid $51,- 

502.000, or 39.3 per cent, of the total, 
and the industrial companies $79,- 

439.000, or 00.7 per cent. Among the 
leading payers were the copper 
mines, with $33,433,000 to their cedit. 
tlie gold and silver mines $13,907,000 
and tlie petroleum companies with 
$48,816,000.

The committee amendment provid- 
ing that volunteer officers might he 
appointed to second lieutenancies was 
disagreed to. thus restoring tlie house 
provision that volunteers officers 
might be appointed to the grade ot 
first lieutenant.

The steamer Iaqua, which left this 
city, Friday afternoon, for San 
Pedro, with a cargo of general mer- 
chandise, wus wrecked some, time 
during tlie night on Duxbury reef, 
just outside tiie Golden Gate, and all 
an board, with the single exception of 
Chief Engineer Burril), who was 
washed ashore on au overturned boat, 
after being in the water several 
hours, are believed to have perished. 
Details are meager, hot it is known 
that there were between 30 and 40 
persons on board the ill-fated vessel 
at the time of the accident. 

Wn. Kn Hnutr to Snn I'edi-o. 

Tlie Iaqua sailed from Eureka sev- 
eral days ago for Sun Pedro, and put 
in here Friday to land some passen- 
gers. As toon a* that duty had been 
attended to Capt. Busch put to sea 
again. How the disaster occurred ia 
not known, but there was a heavy 
swell on outside Friday night, and it 
is probable lliut the unfortunate ves- 
sel, drifting too near the reefs, in tlie 
haze that overspread the waters, wiu 
thrown on tlie rocks by tiie swell. She 
is a total loss. Chief Engineer Bur- 
rill reached the shore and telephoned 
to William C. Mugan, representative 
of Dolhear & Carson, agents of tlie 
vessel in this city, saving the . tcamet 
was in distress ami usking for assist- 
ance. Tugs at once started for the 
scene of the disaster. 

An Pnrttcnlnra Avnltnbls. 

The above facts were communicat- 
ed by Dr. Dolbear but he could give 
no further particulars.

Tired Out lt» Severe Hontlne. 

Illinium said Itoo/, like all other 
class ineii, was always tired out by 
the severe routine of camp. Keller, 
his opponent in the light, was expert 
with his lists, liiirnuin said, and was a 
tine gymnast. Itoo/ studied very lit- 
tle on account of his eyes hurting 
him. tin this ueemint lie stood low 
in his class. 

Told to Tnkc To tin aril Snnce. 

Oscar also told llurnum how upper 
class men told him (llooz) to take 
tohasco sauce. Itoo/, said Huriiani, 
was given u small Isitlle of tohasco 
sauce nuii told to take all of it before 
lie left the table. He took it by the 
spoonful. On one occasion llooz told 
li i 111 Hint lie put u lot of the Kuuce on 
11 piece of steak intending not to eat 
it. An upper class man noticed this 
ami ordered Itoo/ to cut the steak. 
Oscar told llurnum the stuff was ruin- 
ing his stomach. 

Hail Taken Home llluisclf. 

Huriiani said lie had taken tobimrn 
sauce, but never more Ilian u drop 
tit a time. He did not know that p|- 
sicul violence had ever been used to 
induce llooz lo take it. lie said: 

"llooz was very unpopular, and if he 
had made a complaint lie would have 
been treated still worse." 

"Do not tlie officers of the academy 
try to prevent hazing?" 

On Lookout for Olllcers. 

“They do, lint tlie officers are not 
nlwuys around when the lia/ing is go- 
ing on. When any hazing was in 
progress a number of cadets were 
usually on duty to watch for tlie offi- 
cers and warn tlie huzers if one 
should come along." 

While liurnnm was in the fourth 
class.a period of about twelve months, 
there were about ten men "culled 
out" to fight.

gubernatorial columns, there cither 
was 110 election for governor in that 
state in 1000 , or the vote is yet to be I 
officially cmnassetl by the state legis- 
lature. From tlie figures given in the 
table it is shown that in 1000 only 
51,1)07 more votes were rnst than ill i 
isofl. From this it is evident that j 
many states had nn increased stny-nt- 
home vote. This was the ease princi- } 
pally in tlie southern states, where 
Mr. Ilrynn lost more heavily than in 
the other states. Mr. Itrynn's great- 
est gain was in New York, where 
nearly 100,000 votes left tlie republi- 
can ranks.

The Inquest Into the Richardson 
Tragedy, at Savannah, 

Mo., Transferred. 

A SESSION AT THE RICHARDSON HOME, 



»lr*. Iltelinrdnon Told (he Story of 
(In- Triiai-il) a* llcrelofriri- Bt-lnl- 
i-il anil lli-ulcil Kvrry Important 
Sluti-mrul In I he Kvldenee of Ues- 
sl«* I'll) Ills.

Savannah, Mo., Jan. 7. In the house 
in which Frank W. Richardson was 
assassinated his widow told the cor- 
oner's jury what she saw and heard 
on that fatal Christmas eve. 1 en 
o'clock was the hour set for the re- 
sumption of the inquest at the court 
house. Long before that hour tlie 
building was crowded by persons 
wlto wanted to see und hear tlie wom- 
an whose lips had In-ell closed since 
the tragedy, und who was the only 
witness of tlie crime save the un- 
known man who committed it. 

The coroner convened his court nnd 
waited for the arrival of tlie impor- 
tant witness. In a few minutes it was 
announced to Coroner Iterer that Mrs. 
itieha t'd.-on wus too ill to collie to the 
court house, hut that -lie was anxious 
to tell III) she knew. Her counsel, At- 
torney \. \V. Itrcwstcr, of St. Joseph, 
naked that tin- coroner und his six 
jurymen proceed to the Riehardaon 
home and that there the widow would 
tell her story . 

At 1)1:40 tin- jury proceeded to the 
Richardson residence, live blocks from 
tit** court house, followed bv a vast 
crowd of people. When the officer* of 
tin- court arrived in the lliehurdsou 
house fully loo men nml women 
crowded into the grounds. 

Prosecuting Attorney llooher. stand- 
ing on the front porch, addressed the 
people, requesting all to go uwuy, us 
only tit** coroner nnd those immedi- 
ately connected with the hearing and 
three representatives of the after- 
noon press would be admitted. 
"Please go away nmv," said Mr. 
Doolter. "In the name of the Richard- 
son family ami tlie authorities 1 re- 
quest it." 

The lirst step of tin* coroner was to 
take the measurement* of tin* hall 
and lied room where the murder oc- 
curred. This occupied some time, anil 
while it was proceeding Mrs. Richard- 
son remained in tin- parlor, under the 
care of her physician and relatives. 

Finnally tlie coroner convened his 
court nnd called upon Mrs. Richard- 
son to testify. She was permitted to 
rehearse the events of the tragedy in 
her own way und was not interrupted 
with questions until she finished. She 
told her story, much us it has been 
printed heretofore, in a straight for- 
ward manner. It shed no new light 
on the mystery. 

Then, in answer to questions, Mrs. 
Richardson denied every important 
statement in tlie testimony of Reside 
Phyllis, tin* servant girl, alleging that 
she (Mrs. Riehnrdson) had frequently 
received the visits of men, who stayed 
lute ut night, in the absence of her 
husband. The willow's testimony 
scented to impress the jury.
